To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Canaan,  County  of 
Grafton,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  af- 
fairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House, 
in  -said  Town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  (March 
12.  1957)  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Polls  to  open  at  10  A.M.  and  close  at  6  P.M.     Ar- 
ticles in  Warrant  will  be  taken  up  beginning  at  1   P.M. 

ARTICLE  ONE:  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality 
vote  :  A  town  clerk,  one  selectman  for  three  years,  a 
town  treasurer,  a  tax  collector,  a  chief  of  police,  over- 
seer of  poor,  one  library  trustee  for  three  years,  one 
trustee  of  trust  funds  for  three  years,  and  such  other 
town  officers  as  the  town  may  judge  necessary  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot   or  other  legal   means. 

ARTICLE  TWO:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  tax  rev- 
enues.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  carried  on 
in  Canaan  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health, 
Bureau  of  Public  Health  Nursing  for  the  year  1956. 

The  major  part  of  the  program  this  year  was  the 
Salk  Vaccine  inoculations  against  poliomyelitis.  A  total 
of  three  clinics  were  held  in  Canaan.  The  clinics  in- 
cluded Canaan,  Cardigan  Mountain  School,  Grafton, 
Danbury,  Orange  and  Dorchester.  Total  attendance  at 
clinics  listed  below : 

These  clincs  were  for  age  groups  6  months  to  20 
year  and  expectant  mothers. 

May  17,  1956  total  attendance         350 

September  27,  1956  total  attendance         335 

November  15.  1956  total  attendance  130 


Total  attendance  815 

There  were  about  200  children  from  Canaan  itself 
who  finished  two  vaccine  shots  and  about  35  more  who 
had  received  their  second  shots  in  October  1955  program 
that  received  their  third  or  booster  shots  at  the  Novem- 
ber clinic.  There  were  about  50%  of  the  eligible  children 
in  the  town  of  Canaan  that  received  their  shots  at  these 
clinics.  Several  other  children  received  one  shot  at  the 
clinics.  It  is  hoped  that  if  they  have  not  already  received 
their  second  shots  at  their  family  physicians  that  the 
parents  will  realize  the  importance  of  completing  the 
immunizations  and  make  arrangements  with  their  family 
physicians.

The  chart  above  shows  that  Canaan's  tax  assessment 
for  the  current  year  of  1956-57  is  the  lowest  it  has  been 
over  a  seven-year  period.  This  is  due  to  increased 
amounts  of  state  aid.  It  is  hoped  that  even  more  aid 
will  be  received  to  absorb  routine  increases  in  general 
costs  of  living,  to  aid  in  increased  costs  due  to  a  larger 
number  of  pupils  approaching  high  school,  and  to  make 
some  highly  desirable  changes  in  Canaan's  whole  edu- 
cational picture. 

I  recommend  the  following  for  your  careful  consid- 
eration : 

1)  Make  2  classrooms  in  the  elementary  activities 
room  through  the  installation  of  2  folding  partitions. 

2)  Employ  10  full  time  elementary  teachers  to  de- 
crease enrollments   within  the  classroom. 

3)  Add  one  full  time  teacher  to  the  high  school 
staff  to  permit  a  better  program  and  smaller  classes. 

4)  Install  a  zoned  heating  system  in  the  element- 
ary building. 

5)  Hire  a  janitor  for  52  weeks  in  the  year  with  full 
time  devoted  to  the  position.  To  properly  maintain  the 
square  footage  of  asphalt  tile  we  have  in  the  elementary 
building  alone  requires  one  full  time  janitor.  Actually 
the  time  equivalent  of  l,J/2  janitors  is  needed  to  maintain 
our  present  plant. 
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6)  Pave  the  playground  area  in  the  front  of  the 
elementary  building  to  make  a  better  play  area  and  les- 
sen the  trackings  of  sand  into  the  building. 

7 )  Establish  $3200  as  a  minimum  beginning  salary 
with  annual  increments  to  $4000  maximum  for  those 
with  a  bachelors  degree. 

It  is  realized  that  the  above  may  be  viewed  as  be- 
ing liberal,  or  even  radical,  involving  large  sums  of 
money.  From  the  viewpoint  of  a  good  working  educa- 
tional and  maintenance  program  it  is  very  sound  when 
compared  with  other  systems.  These  recommenda- 
tions merit  careful  study  and  consideration.
